Ia your Jounnat of this moraing, a writer from the 
Gardens has been pleased to coin a new name for persons of Bu- 
ropean and Asiatic parentage bora in this country, calling them 
Anglo-Indians.

Need I meation the particular 
occasion of these words? at the late Meotiog of the Britis 
Iababitasts of Caloutts, accustomed ag they are to boast of 
their innate love for Liberty of Thought and Preedom of 
Discussion, they were totally dumb on the subject of the Liberty 
of the Press; while the \aiives, at their subsequent Meeting, mov- 
ed an amendment ia their Address to Lord Hastings, the object 
of which was expressly to remedy a defect occasioned by the 
exclasion of this topic. 

Now, Sir, let me ask your Correspondent in the Gardens, 
what line of condact he woold have us imitate io this particular! 
Tt was, indeed, an impartial view of the saperiority of Narive 
conduct over British inthis instance, which drew forth the pain- 
ful sigh of a Uritieh poem, “Tell it not in Bagland; publish it 
pot in the streets of London!” 

The same veil, too, which we are here called apon to throw 
over asingle fragment of British condact, woeld I suspect be 
urgently needed on many more occasions; so that the model 
which your Correspondent inthé Gardens bas teken upon him- 
self to presoribe for our imitation, is after all so defective as not 
to be worthy of the bigh distinction thas conferred apon it, 


Directly ia the teeth of bis sentiment on this point, there- 
fore, 1 would tell my countrymen, “ Be not bad Transcripts of 
others, but be good Originals for yourselves. You are cailedinto 
existence by the Almighty upon a eataral level with all other 
men; and though your external ciroumsiagees may be depressed 
in the present infant stage of things, yet your moral character is 
of your ownshapiog. All are required to act their part ia life; 
and so are you, none can claim exemption from aa obligation, 
which is common to all. Act your part well, therefore, whatever 
may be your outward condition tn life.

ringhee, the Most Noble the President in the Chair. o 


At this meeting Dr. Mornay was elected a Member of the Society. 


A letter was read from Colonel W. Frawcxiin, transmitting for in- 
spection and elncidation an ancient coin, supposed to be of Jeyue fabri- 
cation, and found im the neighbourhood of Bhangilpore. 


A carions sait of Native Armonr was received from Dr. R. Tyti er 
for the Museum. 


The Secretary, in conformity with tustractions received from Mr. 
Lusnin xron, the Acting Chief Secretary to Government, laid before the 
Meeting a number of duplicate Coins and Drawings, forming part of the 
collections of the late Colonel Mackenzie, to be deposited with the 
Asiatic Society, and to be ultimately transferred to the Society, if the 
origiaals now under despatch reach England in safety, and the Hon'ble 
Court of Directors approve of the transfer. The coins of gold, silver, 
and copper, are in number six handred aad sixty-nine. These are Orien- 
tal, and mostly from the Deccan. There are siso thirty-two Mahommedan 
silver coins, and twenty-eight Greek and Roman. The Drawings are 
very namerous and chie@y represent Hindoo Sculptares, and architec- 
tural Antiqevities, Specimens in Nateral History, Botany, &c. 


A letter was read from Angnstos Von Hammer, of Vienna, present. 
ing acopy of his Geography of C and the Bosphorus, ia Ger- 
man, and the 13th and i4th numbers of the Jahrbucher, a Quarterly 
Review, Mons, Lamonrowx, Professor at Caen, in Nermandy, also 
trevemiited a copy ofa work composed by himself, entitled Resume d'un 
Cours Elementaire de Geographic Physique. 

A letter was read from Mons. Remusat, Secretary to Societe 
Asiatique de Paris, soliciting the establishment of a matual correspon- 
deuce for the advancement of science and Oriental Hieratare. In far- 
therance of this suggested plan of co-operation, the President proposed 
the presentation of a copy of the Researches to the Preach Society, 
which was unanimonsly agreed to, The same lerter announced the elec- 
tion of Mr. H. H. Wilson as an Honorary Associate of the Institution, for 
rendering a most important service to the Asiatic literatare, by the 
composition and pablication of his Sanserit Dictionary. Mons. Remusat 
commanicated a plan of the Secicte Asiatique and varions Tracts, and 
presented a copy of a Chinese Grammar compiled and. written by bim- 
self. 


Professor Rask, of Copenhagen, presented a Danish and English 
Dictionary for the Library, and Mr, Conglly, his Philanthropic Voca- 
balary. 

The Museum basreceived the following additions since the last 
meeting ; Models of a Mosque—a Nepau! Temple, a Granary, and an 
Fkka, or Chukra Garee—a Frame for making Tallow Candles, and a 
Wheel for grinding or cutting Stone, 

At this Meeting the Secretary read a paper, written by himself, on 
the Hindoo Dratma. We can only at present fornish oer readers with a 
tow general remarks on this interesting subject. 

The Miadéo Drama is au object of pecaliar interest io the Litera. 
tare ofthis country. It might be anticipated, thet ic would at least 
throw considerable light on the mauners and notions of the people, at 
a period when those had suffered no admixture from foreign influence, 
and would therefore assist materially in illustrating the past condition 
and History of Tudia. From the specimens published these anticipations 
have not only Seen confirmed, bat it has been found, that the dramatic 
compositions of the Mindoos, are possessed of other cleims upon our 
attention, end that iu @elimeation of character, fertility of incident, 


© and high poetic tone and feeling, they are calculated to afford as muck 


euvlertainment as information, 


The specimens of the Hindeo Drama hitherto pablished are far from 
Being sofficiently extevtive to satiate cariosity, or to convey a precise 
motion of the character of that class of Literature, te which they belong, 
They indicate however a considerable variety ig that charscter and the 
Mythological pastoral Sacowtela, transtated by Sir Wiitiem Jones, the 
metaphysical morality, the Prohadha Chandredaya, or Rive of the Moon 
of Intellect, transiated by Dr. Taylor, and the domestic drama Nriechala- 
tiea, from which extracts have at different times appeared in this Ga- 
zefte, are evidently of very different tendency and stractare. The .ori- 
ginal writers on ‘his sabject indeed enamerate no fewer than 28 differ. 
ent classes of Dramas, the enemeration it is true multiplies species wane- 
ecssar iy, ud compreh nis many compositions which we wold scarce. 
Wy consider to be dramatic, but it conveys an idea of the richness of the 
field, and the imperfect manner in which it bas hitherto been explored 

A comprehensive deseription of the partionlar warieties detailed by 
the Flindeo, Critics, is not yer in our power; perbaps i: never willbe, 
Bs the original works are no longer procurabie ; their stndy and preser- 
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sefficiently 
whole may be formed. Mr. Wilson has it in contemplation to publish a 
translation of some of these, bat in the mean time, it may not be unac- 
ceptable to the Society, to be made acquaiuted with an additional example 
or (wo of the merits of the Hiadoo Drama. '

A play of more aniversal interest, the condvet of which is entirely 
free from mythology, is the Madra-Rarashass, the Sealer Signet of 
Racashasa. Thies Drama has been introduced to public knowledge by 
the late Col. Wilford, in consequence of its cognexion with the Sand. 
rocetis, or more correctly as discovered by the same echolar, and by 
Schlegel, the Sandrecoptes of the Grecks, aud Chandragapta of the 
Hindoos, the contemporary of Alexander and Selengus, by the 
latter of whem Megasthenes was sent to Chandragapta, after his 
accession to the throne of Patahpatia. This drama is therefore of 
great historical intecest. Its owa date however, is most probably 
comparatively. mederm, its age is not precisely known, but there 
is reason to place it about the time of the Mahommedan con. 
quest of apper India by Khootab-oo Deen. The plot however is fonad. 
ed on mach older traditvons, the story oceurting im several of the Par. 
anas. if vot in ali, and the general concurrence of the Greek and Hindog 
accounts, therefore, is still striking and satisfactory. 


Mons. Jomarp, of the French Institate, has published some re. 
marks on a German work by Aveustus Bocxu cailed an Explica. 
tion of an Egyptian Contract apon Papyras, in the Greek ran. 
ning hand, of the year 104 before the Christiana era. The pam. 
phiet contaiming these remarks was laid before the Meeting, aud 
as itis now in our possesion, we shall offer a concise acconant of the 
curiosity which it describes The Contract was procured by M, Jeaw 
p’ Anavtacy, Swedish Consni at Alexandria, from Upper Egypt. A fac. 
simile of the Papyres was sent to the academy at Beflin. The original 
appears to have been deposited io a Theban Mammy, and its astonishing 
preservation for (wenty centuries, is supposed to be owing to perfumes, 
ard the dryness of the tomb in which it remained so long. The length 
of the Manascript is about twenty two inch: s, and about five icches wide ; 
on the left there is a sort of seal, cepresenting bearded abead with a 
helmet, according to the custom of the Greeks. This is the most 
corions Gocoment that has been found in Egypt, regarding the know. 
ledge of civil customs in that country. It does uot in fact go higher thag 
the administration of the Greeks, but it conveys the probability of the 
ancient nsages having been preserved. Mons. Jomard, however, differs 
in opinion from M. Boeckh, who infers from the contract, that the Greek 
langnage, was at the period in question, empleyed universally throogh. 
ont Egypt, even in private transactions. But Prolemais being « city of 
Greek origin, and fornded by the Ptolemies, to succeed the ancient ca. 
pital, it is not perhaps sarprising, that in designing to imtrodace the use 
of their language in every part of the country, ail the administrative do. 
uments should be written in the same idiom. to the exclusion of the 
national language.

The Contract, which is written upon Papyrusen gree cursif and near- 
ly Wegible, bas been decyphered by Mr. M. Borkh, Battmann and 
Bekker. The ohject of it is the sale of a piece of laud, at Piotemais, a 
city of upper Egypt, auder the Lagides. M. Bockh supposes it to have 
been fonnd in the tomb of the purchaser, named Nechkentes. The co- 
venders are in namber foar, whose personal deseription is given in great 
detail, their profession, the quarter where the grownd is situated, ics 
watere and extent, and boendaries. There is also the pesousl de. 
scription of the purchaser, aud the price of the property. The princi. 
pal vender onty is ef a black colonr. The three others who are suberdi-. 
uate, are vellow or tawoey; the purchaser is also of @ yellow coleur, 
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The women are the only persons whe have a name 
the latter seems to belong to the Ervptian 
Treduction Littérale du Contrat.

the Members of the Committee appointed to prepare the Address, etir~ 
ed with others of the principal Netive Iuhabitants to the Marble Hall, 
and siter an interval during whieh the rest of the Com pany were arrang- 
ed im the chairs provided for the oveasion, His Lordship retarned and 
took his seat before the throne. The Committees then entered with the 
address, sccompained by Captain Macan, the Persian Secretary to the 
Cammander in Chief, The address was then read by Radhakaasth Deb, in 
English, Bengaice and Persianas follows.
